Greetings to all of you and good wishes 
for the last quarter of the membership year. 
Maud Merritt needs your help in bringing 
the count up to a thousand by December 
1960. Let's prove that it can be done! 

Your new board is eager to attend to old 
and new tasks and has scheduled an early 
meeting for September 24, 1960 at Baton 
Rouge. At this time, we shall welcome Mrs. 
Elizabeth Welker to her new job as our first 
executive secretary. One of her tasks will be 
to bring order into the accumulated Associ- 
ation files and another to bring the files of 
inactive and past members up to date. On 
behalf of the membership, we wish you a 
most successful beginning, Welkie, and we 
all thank Dr. Culver for so generously pro- 
viding the quarters for this new venture of 
our Association. 

Warm appreciation for an arduous task 
carried out ably and unselfishly was ex- 
pressed to Lucille Arceneaux who has been 
succeeded by Mrs. Lois Shortess as Business 
Manager of the Bulletin. Having editor and 
manager in one city will be helpful. 
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Following the recommendations of last 
year’s Modisette Award Committee, the 
Board has created two new subcommittees, 
one for public and one for school libraries, 
each composed of three members. All sub- 
committees are represented by their chair- 
men on the main committee. Details will 
be worked out during the year by all mem- 
bers. The Awards program which is so im- 
portant a part of our activities will be reju- 
venated. 

On July 19, 1960, we boldly asked the 
Council of Library Resources for a grant of 
$30,000.00 for one year to conduct a pilot 
study on the distribution methods of State 
Government Documents on a nation-wide 
basis. We have recommended that Mr. An- 
dreassen be appointed director and be given 
assistance by Margaret Lane and a library 
trained person. 

As you may have read in your newspapers, 
Mr. Andreassen is no longer director of the 
Louisiana Archives and Records Commis- 
sion. After due deliberations and with prior 
approval from the board members, the fol- 
lowing letter was sent by me to the Com- 
mission:

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Miss Harriet Lemann 


Miss Harriet Lemann is a special Libra- 
rian—special in several ways. As head of 
the Thomas F. Cunningham Library of the 
International House, New Orleans, she 
serves a special clientele with a specialized 
collection of approximately 8,000 volumes 
and periodicals. She is also special in her 
enthusiasm for her profession, in her per- 
severance in ferreting out information for 
her patrons, and her loyalty to her friends 
and colleagues. 

A native of Donaldsonville, La., Harriet 
is a descendant of an old Louisiana family 
of sugar planters. An honor graduate of 
Catholic High School of Donaldsonville, she 
earned a B.S. degree from Newcomb in 
1937, with a major in English Literature. 
Her professional education was acquired 
in the Library School of Louisiana State 
University, and she also holds an M.A. 
degree from Tulane University. 

She has successively acted as_teacher- 
Librarian in Ascension Parish, as Assistant 
Reference Librarian in the Howard-Tilton 
Library of Tulane, as Assistant Librarian 
at Loyola of the South, and as Librarian 
of Camp Plauche (which was deactivated 
under her administration). In 1948 she 
was named Assistant to the late Mrs. Hazel 
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H. Fort in the Thomas F. Cunningham 
Library. 

In November 1958, on the death of Mrs. 
Fort, Miss Lemann was appointed Chief 
Librarian. Her patrons number not only the 
2500 members of International House, but 
a large segment of the general public as 
well. The specialization of the Library is the 
general fields of foreign trade and travel, 
economic conditions of foreign countries, 
and international relations. Under the direct 
administration of the International House, 
and its head, Mr. Charles Nutter, the Li- 
brary is used extensively by students from 
the various schools of the City and by 
many civic and social organizations. 

The collection was established with funds 
raised by the friends of the late Thomas F. 
Cunningham, first president of the Missis- 
sippi Shipping Company, who died in 1937. 
At their specific request, the Library was 
named in his honor. An observatory on the 
Tulane Campus also bears his name. Since 
steady growth of materials and patronage 
has long crowded the quarters of the Li- 
brary located on the third floor of Inter- 
national House, the collection was moved 
to larger quarters on the tenth floor in 
January of this year. The present staff con- 
sists of Miss Lemann, Head Librarian, Mrs. 
L. Anderson, Assistant Librarian, Miss 
Elaine Hinrichs, Administrative Assistant 
and Secretary, and a page. 

Miss Lemann recently purchased an old- 
fashioned cottage on Freret Street in New 
Orleans, where she lives with her young 
nephew who is attending prep school in 
New Orleans. ‘There is a delightful swim- 
ming pool in the garden of Harriet’s home,” 
Mrs. Dorothy B. Skau said, “and friends 
of Harriet expect to share this pleasant 
facility during the hot weather.” 

Another friend reports that Harriet plays 
a good game of bridge, and that she is a 
“good reader.” She is active in the New 
Orleans Library Club, the Special Library 
Association, Louisiana Library Association 
and American Library Association.

Louisiana’s wonderful demonstration li- 
brary program is now on film for viewers 
all over the nation. Libraries for Louisiana 
is the film story of the State Library's dem- 
Onstration program. It is a Carolyn Ramsey 
production sponsored by the state and fi- 
nanced by the federal Library Services Act. 
It was premiered at the convention of the 


Louisiana Library Association, Monroe, 
March 25. It may be purchased in color 
or black and white from Pan-American 


Films, 735 Poydras St., New Orleans, La. 
It is also available for use by organizations 
through the state library. 

A reprint from the April 4, Times Pica- 
yune points out some of the interesting 
anecdotes connected with its filming. 

“Under the humid burden of a July day, 
40 citizens of Plaquemines waited patiently 
in the glare of hot photographic lighting. 
They were there to re-enact the opening of 
the parish library, which had taken place 
two months back. 

In Cameron parish, an elderly lady, affec- 
tionately known as ‘Grandma Cox,’ listened 
happily to a ‘talking book,’ one of the book 
records obtained from the state library’s de- 
partment for the blind—and again the cam- 
eras rolled. 

In Creole, two little girls carrying tiny 
Chihuahua dogs in their arms entered the 
bookmobile to ask for books about the care 
and feeding of pets—and a movie director 
shouted, ‘Take.’ 

Each of these people was playing an im- 
portant part in Libraries for Louisiana, the 
new documentary film which will tell the 
story of Louisiana’s ‘library demonstration’ 
program. None of the cast for this 20- 
minute color film had previous acting 
experience, yet because they were thoroughly 
familiar with their roles, their performances 
were professional. They were citizens of 
the rural areas who, through daily personal 
contact, had come to know the benefits and 
pleasures of their parish library services.” 

Miss Sarah Jones, field consultant for the 
state library, worked closely with the pro- 
ducer and photographers on location. Most 
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hibraries for Louisiana 


of the filming was done in Plaquemines and 
Cameron parishes with sequences at the state 
library in Baton Rouge. 

“Thanks to local library board members, 
we never lacked for a cast,’ declared Miss 
Jones. ‘As each scene was scheduled, it was 
just a matter of calling a board member to 
line up the necessary people for the next 
day’s ‘shooting.’ On location the following 
day, we could always expect the ‘actors,’ 
their relatives, neighbors, and friends—all 
eager to participate; yet content to merely 
observe.” 

The making of the film personified the 
enthusiasm that the rural Louisianians have 
for their library service. On the other hand, 
it served to introduce the library to those 
ignorant of the many services available to 
them through this medium. 

One particular scene called for a reader to 
actively follow the directions in a “How to 
... ” book. A welder working on a Cam- 
eron parish building was selected and asked 
to hold the book, How to Weld. He was 
amazed that such a book existed and im- 
mediately wanted to buy it. Instead, he was 
issued a library borrower's card, and he is 
now a regular Cameron library patron. 

For another segment movie, a bookmobile 
pulled up to a rural stop. Immediately, a 
five-year-old girl came running out, over- 
joyed to see the arrival of the traveling li- 
brary on an unexpected day. She: was such 
an attractive child that the crew asked her 
mother’s permission to use the child in the 
filming of the bookmobile scene. The child 
hung back, refusing to participate. 

“Tl give you a lollipop,” said the camera- 
man. Still the child refused. 

“T'll give you a book,” offered the book- 
mobile librarian. That bribe worked. 

Libraries for Louisiana was designed to 
show the value of Louisiana's library service, 
and to inspire similar services in other areas. 
Of 64 parishes in Louisiana, only 14 are 
without parish-wide library service. Library 
leaders in many states want the story of how 
Louisiana grew from one parish library in 
1926 to fifty in 1960!

The Louisiana Library Association Execu- 
tive Board, on recommendation of the State 
Planning Committee, appointed a commit- 
tee in 1959 to be known as the "L. L. A. 
Expansion Committee.” The work of the 
committee was outlined as follows: 

(1) to study the possibility of establish- 
ing a “headquarters” for the Associ- 
ation ; 

To consider the advisability of ap- 
pointing an Excutive Secretary on a 
part-time basis; 

To consider the advisability of rais- 
ing the dues in order to defray the 
cost of the above; 


Sending out a monthly newsletter 
to supplement the L. L. A. Bulletin 
as a means of disseminating library 
news. (This to be done by the Sec- 
retary suggested above.) 

The Committee sent out a form letter 
to the sixty-three presidents of all state, 
territorial, and regional associations to ascer- 
tain how many had official headquarters ; 
how many had executive secretaries ; whether 
they were full-time or part-time, and at 
what salaries; and the dues structure of each 
association, as far as individual and institu- 
tional dues were concerned. 

Replies were received from 59 associa- 
tions (all except those of Manitoba, Puerto 
Rico, South Dakota, and Utah) and many 
of them indicated that the facts brought to 
light would be of general interest. 

When one considers that state and provin- 
cial associations vary in membership from 
67 to 2,499 members, one realizes the reason 
for the variation that the questionnaire 
showed. 

Of the sixty-three state, regional, and 
provincial library associations listed in the 
“American Library and Book Trade Annual, 
1960,” pages 232-238, the breakdown is as 
follows: 

50 state associations, including the associa- 
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tion of the District of Columbia. (No Allas- 
kan association is listed.) ; 

7 provincial associations (Canada) ; 

5 regional associations ; 

1 Puerto Rican association. 

For purposes of the study it was decided 
that only the state and provincial agencies 
would be considered. According to a break- 
down by membership as reported in the 
Annual referred to above, there are: 

32 associations with membership of under 
500; 

13 associations with membership of 501 
to 999; 

11 associations with membership of over 
1,000. 

(No membership figure was given for 
West Virginia.) 

Starting with the matter of which associa- 
tions have executive secretaries, as might be 
expected, all of them are in the associations 
with over 500 members. Only two associa- 
tions have full-time paid executive secre- 
taries—California, at a salary of $9,200, and 
New York, at a salary of $5,750. (Authori- 
zation for an executive secretary has been 
provided in the 1959 Constitution and By- 
Laws of the Indiana Library Association, 
but appointment has not been made.) 

Eight associations have part-time paid sec- 
retaries, as follows: 

Florida—$75.00 per month (time “as 
needed’’) 

Illinois—$1.25 per hour (no indication 
of hours required) 

Michigan—$2,500.00 (900 hours) 

Minnesota—$250.00 (no indication of 
hours required) 

Ohio—$700.00 (250 hours) 

Ontario—$1,500.00 (800 hours) 

Pennsylvania—$1.25 per hour (1960 bud- 
get includes $1,200 for executive secretary 
salary, $125 for travel, and $250 supplies). 

Texas—$1,800.00 (half time)

LOUISIANA STATE UNIVERSITY LIBRARY, BATON ROUGE, JUNE 4, 1960 


The joint meeting of the 1960 and 1961 
Executive Boards of the Louisiana Library 
Association was held in the library at Lou- 
isiana State University, June 4, 1960, at 
10:00 A. M. Miss Jane Ellen Carstens, 
retiring president, presided. The 1959-1960 
Board members present were: Miss Kate 
Wallach, 1st Vice-President and President- 
elect; Miss Jewell Moore, 2nd Vice-Presi- 
dent; Miss Willie Mae Seab, Treasurer; 
Mrs. Alice Alben, Secretary; Miss Loma 
Knighten, Parliamentarian. The following 
officers for 1960-1961 were also present: 
Mrs. Maud Merritt Bentrup, 1st Vice-Presi- 
dent; Miss Ruth Lefkovitz, 2nd Vice-presi- 
dent; Mrs. Marguerite Hanchey, Parliamen- 
tarian. 

Mr. Kenneth Toombs, editor of the Bul- 
letin of the Louisiana Library Association, 
made a report to the Boards as the first 
item of business. He suggested that a com- 
plete file of the Bulletin be bound for the 
use of the editor, also that advertising rates 
need to be increased. He asked that the mem- 
bers of our association be urged to support 
the advertisers. Mr. Toombs was excused. 
The Board decided to bind a file of the 
Bulletin for the use of its editor. Advertis- 
ing rates should be increased. Advertisers 
need to be supported by the members. 

The minutes were accepted as mailed. 
The Treasurer's report was read and dis- 
cussed. 

Matters of old business were discussed. 
It was announced by the President that the 
name of Mrs. Rubie Hanks had been sub- 
mitted as LLA’s representative to the Ad- 
visory council of the Louisiana Commission 
on the Aging, but that no reply had been 
received. However, it was suggested that 
Mrs. Kennedy be contacted concerning the 
matter in as much as she has replaced Mr. 
Bateman as Executive Secretary. 

Miss Wallach reported that the tax-ex- 
empt status of the Scholarship Fund has not 
been approved as yet. 
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It was decided that the following recom- 
mendations of the State Planning Committee 
be referred to the new board for action: 
1) The up-building of science collections; 
2) Further pursuit of the State Documents 
Project; 3) Appointment of a special com- 
mittee to study combining a central deposi- 
tory for little used library materials with 
the Archives & Records Commission’s ware- 
house proposal, the State Library to be re- 
sponsible for the central book depository ; 
4) The publishing in the Bulletin of an 
article on standards and specifications for 
microfilm, preservation and storage of other 
library and records materials; 5) The advis- 
ability of issuing a new edition of the Lou- 
isiana Guide. 

Miss Loma Knighten moved that $300 be 
taken from the Sustaining Fund and for- 
warded to the American Library Association 
Building Fund. Motion seconded by Miss 
Jewell Moore. Carried. 

The Membership Status Committee is to 
be continued for another year to study life 
memberships in the association. The Ex- 
pansion Committee is also to be continued 
to make a further study of the dues struc- 
ture. The Board members present expressed 
their preference for a flat increase of dues 
to $5.00 over a sliding dues scale which 
was recommended by the Expansion Com- 
mittee. 

The employment of a part-time Executive 
Secretary was discussed. Miss Wallach re- 
ported that she had investigated different 
possibilities and felt that Mrs. Elizabeth 
Welker would be the right person for the 
job. Mrs. Maud Bentrup moved, seconded 
by Miss Jewell Moore, that Mrs. Welker 
be employed by the Board at $2.00 per hour 
for the next fiscal year, the total salary not 
to exceed $1,200.00, schedule and duties to 
be worked out by the new Board. Motion 
carried.

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Modisette Award for School Libraries 





Jean Royston 


Jean Royston received the 1960 Modi- 
sette Award in recognition of outstanding 
school library service at the W. W. Lewis 
Junior High School, Sulphur, Louisiana. 

At the awards luncheon during the Mon- 
roe convention, Dr. Essae Culver presented 
the framed citation to Miss Royston and her 
principal, Mr. J. B. Mount. Miss Culver 
pointed out that the Sulphur school could 
take exceptional pride in its achievement 
because it is a new school and because this 
is the first time that a junior high school has 
won the award. 

The annual school award is given to the 


library that excels in a selected area. The 
area of competition this year was teacher- 
librarian cooperation. 


To select a winner in this area, score 
sheets were sent to all of the schools. These 
score sheets were divided into two parts— 
one for the librarian, pertaining to the use 
made of the library by the teachers; and 
the other for the teachers, pertaining to the 
services given by the librarian. The evalua- 
tion of the W. W. Lewis Junior High 
indicated that excellent library service is 
made available to the students through the 
cooperative efforts of the teachers and li- 
brarian. It was apparent that both went 
beyond the call of duty in helping each 
other. For example, outstanding cooperative 
work done by the librarian and teachers 
was seen in the preliminary planning for 
the teaching of the study skills, in the actual 
teaching of the skills in the classrooms by 
the librarian, and in the follow-up work 
done in the library by the teachers with 
the help of the librarian. 


Miss Royston is a graduate of North- 
western State College and of Louisiana State 
University from which she received her 
master’s degree in Library Science. She is 
past president of the Louisiana Association 
of School Librarians, and she has served 
on various committees in that organization 
and in the Louisiana Library Association.

for the Archives Service an experienced 

professional archivist. 

We realize that the filling of executive 
positions is in your discretion. As mem- 
bers of a related profession, librarianship, 
we feel compelled to stress the impor- 
tance of the work with which the Ar- 
chives Service is entrusted by our legis- 
lature. The preservation of our historic 
documents for present and future use by 
the general public and by scholars calls 
for special historical knowledge and spe- 
cial skills which only professional train- 
ing and experience can provide. We are 
expressing our hope that you will con- 
sider to add to the Archives Service a per- 
son with such special archival training 
and experience who would assist you and 
the director of the Archives Service in 
the protection and custody of the precious 
possessions of our past so that they may 
be preserved for the future.

I was informed that the letter will be 
called to the attention of the Commission at 
its next meeting. Subsequent adverse: pub- 
licity on severance pay which Mr. Andreas- 
sen drew, brought an opinion from the 
Attorney General which states that he was 
entitled to the payments under our laws. We 
can ill afford the loss of as well trained and 
as capable an archivist as Mr. Andreassen is, 
and we hope that he will be able to stay 
with us in Louisiana. At this time, I have 
no further information on his plans. 

The Montreal Joint Conference was most 
impressive and many suggestions were 
brought home and some of them, I hope, 
will be carried out in our state program 
during the year. I found the contacts with 
our Canadian colleagues stimulating, ALA 
headquarters staff most helpful, and the ex- 
hibitors full of new ideas. It was reassuring 
to see so many of you there. 

If you have followed the entangled story 
about our attempts to be recognized as an 
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educational tax exempt organization, you 
will be as relieved and gratified as I was to 
learn that thanks to Mrs. Calvin Schwing, 
her tax expert will straighten things out for 
us in Washington. Miracles stiil happen, 
and fairy tales usually told to children are 
rarely experienced by adults. We all thank 
you much for your unusual gift!

I am sure that no one of you is unaware 
that this week has been designated National 
Library Week. Possibly to such an audience 
as you, made up largely of university profes- 
sors, librarians, and professional peop le, and 
as you do in a community in which 
are to be found many libraries—university 
and college libraries, medical, hospital, law, 
and other special libraries, governmental 
libraries, school libraries, and a large mu- 
nicipal library—a special week in which at- 
ention is focused on books and reading 
and the significance of libraries to our civil- 
ization may But you are 
a favored people. Many in our land are not 
so fortunate. Do you know that twenty mil- 
lion people in these United States are with- 
out libraries, and that another 30 million 
libraries so inadequate as to scarcely 
count as such? While it requires two pages, 
double column, to list and describe the li- 
iries of New Orleans in the latest edition 
of the American Library Directory, many 
towns are not included at all, because they 
have no libraries. 

But, lest we become unduly self-satisfied 
and complacent, let me hasten to remind us 
that of our sixty-four Louisiana parishes, 
14 are still without public libraries, that 
only three of our parishes have centralized 
elementary school libraries throughout their 
systems, and that almost none of 
our libraries—public, school, or college, 
measure up to national standards in size of 
collection, staff, financial support. Although

our country, we too need to spur ourselves 
to greater effort to improve the quality of 
our existing library services, and to extend 
that service to every part of our state. And 
National Library Week gives us a wonder- 
ful opportunity to join with thousands of 
supporters of libraries throughout our coun- 
try in bombarding the public through the 
television, radio, and every other 
to direct its attention to the value 
of books and reading and the importance 
of libraries. I would like to read 
from the organization Handbook of Na- 
tional Library Weck a portion of its State- 
ment of Aim. It is, I think, a thrilling 
tribute to the power of books and libraries:

‘The objective of the week is to remind 
the American people that reading can help 
them to explore and to satisfy their need 
for a greater sense of purpose and mean- 
ing in their lives; to urge them to use 
more fully the libraries of all kinds in 
which the treasures of the printed word 
await throughout the land. But there is 
a wider aim: to set apart a time when 
people can rededicate themselves to the 
and ideals of a free society. Since 
ours is a society based on the choices 
made by the many rather than the few, 
its greatest concern must be the develop- 
ment of every individual to his highest 
capacity. Its vitality, its very existence, 
depend upon the extent to which all the 
people have formed the habit of finding 
out, of intelligently weighing alternatives, 
of reading to be informed. Limited 
horizons are dangerous to a free people;

so, as we have discovered, is mindless 
assumption of superiority and invulner- 
ability.

“Suddenly, ‘a  better-read, better-in- 
formed America’ has become a necessity. 
The printed word, the very basis of edu- 
cation, has assumed a new importance. 
Only a lifetime of continuing self-cdu- 
cation through reading, after formal edu- 
cation is completed, can keep Americans 
in watchful readiness to exercise respon- 
sible citizenship. Only a wide variety of 
reading can keep. us abreast of what 
has been, and what is, and train the 
imagination to forge ahead into what 
might be in the future.” 


This country has always recognized the 
importance of education and the need for 
books and libraries. Less than twenty years 
after the Pilgrims had landed on the shores 
of Massachusetts a printing press had been 
established, and a college and a college 
library had been founded. In our own cen- 
tury, the growth and spread of libraries 
has been phenomenal, and yet we have not 
been able to keep abreast of the rapid ac- 
celeration in the growth of knowledge and 
of the need for that knowledge as recorded 
in books. Never before to the extent that 
is so today have we felt such urgency to 
bring libraries and books to every part of 
our country. The Federal Government, 
through its Library Services Act, is provid- 
ing incentive and assistance, on a match- 
ing basis, to the states to extend library 
service to the rural areas. The secondary 
schools are strengthening their high school 
libraries, and extending libraries down into 
the junior high schools, and now even the 
elementary schools. Colleges and universi- 
ties are redoubling their individual efforts to 
increase their book collections and improve 
their library services and, through various 
cooperative plans, are seeking to make the 
knowledge that is assembled in any one li- 
brary available to scholars wherever they may 
be. 

Although not satisfied with the extent 
of library coverage or the quality of library 
service, we can take pride in the progress 
that we are making. But it is not enough 
that we cover the country with a network 
of libraries of various kinds; that we 
strengthen our collections, and improve our 
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techniques so that we can put into the 
hands of any person, any time, anywhere, 
the book he needs, or supply him with the 
information he requests. There is another 
side to the coin: we must also increase in 
people an awareness of the necessity to in- 
form themselves, to educate themselves. A 
library is only a building until people enter 
it, or receive from it the books that are 
to be found there. And a book is only a 
storehouse of its author's knowledge, ideas, 
dreams, until it is read. Someone has said 
that a “library is like a giant brain that 
remembers all that scientists, historians, 
poets, philosophers, and others have thought 
and learned. It is a meeting place for the 
ideas and words of persons who have in- 
fluenced the world. It is . . . a place where 
the experience of the past can meet the 
needs of the future.’’ But unless the reader 
uses the key that releases the memory, all 
the knowledge that is assembled in a li- 
brary remains locked between the covers of 
books. 

And Americans, despite the values they 
recognize in education, are not traditionally 
readers, or so the pollsters tell us. In a 
sampling of adults in the United States in 
1949 only 21% of the respondents ad- 
mitted to being actually engaged in reading 
a book, and this percentage had dropped 
to 17% by 1957. Studies made of the read- 
ing of college and high school students are 
equally disturbing. If our way of life, and 
even our world, is to survive, education 
is our one great hope. And at the heart of 
education is the library. How can we stim- 
ulate its use? How can we make readers 
of our young people—readers who will con- 
tinue to read and to learn beyond their 
school years and into and throughout their 
mature life? This is our great challenge 
today—a challenge that parents, teachers, 
and librarians share. 

Surely the surest way to develop readers 
is to have them born of parents who are 
themselves readers, who think books and 
reading important, and who surround them- 
selves and their children with books in 
the home. The next most effective means is 
to have them grow up in communities that 
accept their civic responsibility to provide 
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goo school and public libraries. Another, 
js to have them taught and served by teachers 
and librarians who gladly share their book 
enthusiasms and love of reading with them. 
For many a young person the last chance 
to develop lifetime reading interest comes 
in his high school years, but for a rapidly 
increasing number this opportunity is now 
being extended into college. These are the 
years when we must strike hard if we would 
make them count in developing reading in- 
terests and habits that will last a lifetime. 
Our concern, it seems to me, need not be 
with the encouragement of reading in the 
particular field of interest of the young 
person. This, the pressures of his chosen 
profession, the rapid development of knowl- 
edge in almost every field, will require. 
It is for his general reading that we must 
be concerned, lest, in his efforts to keep 
abreast of developments in his own field, 
he become a scientist, a teacher, a doctor, 
a lawyer, a business man, illiterate in every 
area of knowledge except his own, who 
has information, but not education, knowl- 
edge but not understanding. How can we 
make of our young people independent 
readers who will continue their self-edu- 
cation throughout their lives? Mr. William 
Gurdon Saltonstall, Principal of Phillips 
Exeter Academy, has said, in speaking of 
the teacher shortage: “It appears certain 
that in the next twenty-five years, the stu- 
dents will to a great extent educate them- 
selves. The teacher shortage will be a bless- 
ing in disguise if more emphasis is put on 
independent learning through the wise use 
of books.”” Certainly, whether or no the 
teacher shortage continues, independent 
learning through the wise use of books is 
devoutly to be desired, and a goal toward 
which we must strive if we are to have 
"a better read, better informed America.” 
It is a goal that can only be achieved if 
our libraries are adequate to the demands 
of our times and the needs of our readers.

The reports of committees were discussed 
next. The Professional Exhibits Committee 
asked if these exhibits should be continued 
due to lack of interest. Their recommenda- 
tions were: 

(1) That more definite plans be made 
concerning the available space for the 
Professional Exhibits. 

(2) That a decision be made whether in- 
vitations to provide exhibits should 
be sent only to libraries in the im- 
mediate area of the Convention City. 

(3) That more definite suggestions be 
made concerning what really consti- 
tutes an acceptable exhibit. 

(4) That the Executive Committee con- 
tinue to study the problem of the 
Professional Exhibits, seeking to see 
whether or not they should be con- 
tinued in the future. 

These recommendations are to be in- 
cluded in the Manual. The recommenda- 
tions of the Registrations Committee on 
pre-registration procedures are also to be 
included in the Manual. These included the 
following: 1) The pre-registration blank 
should be co-ordinated with the registra- 
tion card so that the committee would have 
all necessary information in advance; 2) 
A deadline for picking up tickets should 
be set; 3) A deadline for sending pre-reg- 
istrations should be set for at least three 
days prior to the convention; 4) The com- 
mittee might consider the advisability of re- 
quiring a check or money order to accom- 
pany the pre-registration.

With 72 students enrolled in its graduate 
program, the Library School begins its 28th 
year with the largest academic year enroll- 
ment of its history.

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LIBRARY SERVICES ACT EXTENSION BILL IS PASSED 


\t twenty minutes to 3:00 on Monday afternoon, August 22, the Chairman of the 
Special Education Subcommittee, Rep. Carl Elliott of Alabama, moved to suspend the 
rules of the House of Representatives and pass the bill to extend the Library Services Act 
for five years. The Senate-passed bill, S. 2830, was called up since the companion House 
Bill, H.R. 12125, was still bottled up in the Rules Committee. After forty minutes of 
intensive debate a standing vote was demanded and the bill was passed, 190-29. On 
August 31 the President approved and signed the act.

NATIONAL LIBRARY WEEK

New York—The week of April 16-22 
has been designated for the celebration of 
National Library Week in 1961, it was an- 
nounced by the Steering Committee for the 
reading development program. This will 
mark the fourth observance of the event, 
sponsored by the National Book Committee, 
Inc., a non-profit citizens organization, in 
cooperation with the American Library As- 
sociation. Simultaneously, the Steering Com- 
mittee announced that in 1962, the Week 
would be celebrated April 8-14. 

More than 5,000 communities in all fifty 
states participate in the annual observance, 
which is the focus for year-round activity 
to emphasize the importance of reading 
and of library services in our national life.

of a new $90,000.00 modern brick building 
in January, its dedication in March, and 
receipt of the first Modisette Award a week 
later. All of this was accomplished by a 
record circulation which increased at the 
rate of better than 2,000 per month—until 
August 1st when the closing of Fort Polk 
resulted in an estimated 50% loss of popu- 


lation. Net gain in circulation — nearly 
19,000!

During the year the parish book collec- 
tion rose from 13,000 to almost 18,000. 
Sixty-three films were borrowed through the 
library seen by an audience of some 3,957. 
A 16 millimeter sound film projector, film- 
strip-slide projector, and screen were avail- 
able for free loan to groups in the parish. 

Record service was started with over 100 
musical and spoken records catalogued. 
Other than the many persons who made 
use of the library stereo record player, about 
300 records were circulated for home use. 
Ten filmstrips and 13 microfilms were add- 
ed to the audio-visual collection. 

Through its meeting room facilities, the 
library served groups of all types including 
civic clubs, special committees, business 
groups, youth groups, home demonstration, 
church, and library groups. More than 60 
meetings were held in the meeting room. 
Five different art exhibits were shown in 
the meeting room including a display of 
oil paintings and another of illuminated 
Scripture scrolls. 


Other activities carried on by the library 
staff during the year include: National Li- 
brary Week celebration, summer reading 
club, story hours, exhibit at West La. For- 
estry Festival, community book displays, 
talks to groups, Farm-City Tour, etc. Staff 
members took part in four regional staff 
meetings, attended the LLA and ALA con- 
ventions and the Personnel Conference at 
LSU.
